Eminence and of diſtinguiſhed Quality. Korath 
who was Head of the Faction, as appears from 


St. Jude's calling it the Gain-ſaying of Core, was 
a Chief Man of his Tribe, and a near Relati- 


on of the fupream Magiſtrate, Moſes: He was the 


Son of Izhar, which har was the Brother of 
Amram, the Father of Moſes ; to whom therefore 
he was related as Couſin- German. He was allo 


poſſeſs d of a. great Eſtate, as * Joſephus frequently 
_ Intimates. Of Dathan and Abiram, it is ſaid 


in the Verſe before the Text, that they were fa- 
mons in the Congregation ; they were ſome of the 
firſt Rank in the Tribe of Reuben, and excell'd in 
Wealth, as the fame Author reports f. We read 
alſo of ON, the Son of Peleth, a conſiderable 


Man of the ſame Tribe, who was Confederate

MEN of Riches and Renown have great Op- 
portunities to promote the Cauſe of Sedition 
and Faction, whenever they have Hearts to do 
ſo: And their Ayarice and Ambition does of- 
rentimes diſpoſe them to try the Efficacy of their 
Influence'that way : When, by how much the

becomes their due. Great Men, when Strangers 


to Goodneſs, and abandon d to their Luſts, are 


the moſt capable Inſtruments Satan employs, to 
promote the Deſigns of his Kingdom, and to 


fill the World with Confuſion and Horrors. 

IT has been a very unhappy Circumſtance in 
the late monſtrous Rebellion, that ſo many Men 
of Name and Figure have given into it; and ex- 
pos'd themſelves to the Reſentments and juſt Re- 
venge of their Country, by-ſo baſe and unnatu- 


ral an Enterprize. That - ſome diſtinguiſh'd as 


Nobles, ſome bearing the venerable Name of Se- 
nators; with others, famous in the Iſland: for 
their exalted Stations, or their great Eſtates, 
ſhould ſink themſelves into ſo much Ignominy 
and Contempt; by proftituting their Intereſts 
and Names in ſo deteſtable a Cauſe. We are 
told by a * great Authority, that the moſt notorious 
Inſtruments . of thoſe wicked Purpoſes, which have 
iſſued in this Rebellion, were countenanc'd 

particular Marks of publick Favour and Diſtinction; 
and that falſe and dangerous Notions of a ſole He- 
reditary Right to the Imperial Crown of theſe Realms, 


higheſt Truſt and . Employments, — to the an- 


cient undoubted and eſtabliſhed Laws of theſe King- 


doms. 


Secondly, THERE were ſeveral of the Tribe of 


Levi amongſt them, who were themſelves Le- 


vites by Office; particularly Korah, the prime Numb.

of the Conſpirators are avowed Profeſſors of 
© the Popiſh Religion, yet the more effectually to 


| « cover and diſguiſe their moſt. wicked and traite- 
„ rous Deſigns, and to delude his Majeſty's Sub- 


« jects, they did prevail on and procure ſeveral 
« Men in Holy Orders, Miniſters of the Church 
of England, and who had before that time, 
* abjured the Pretender, to accompany, coun- 
tenance and abett the ſaid moſt traiterous En- 
terprize, and in ſeveral Places in the Counties 
* where the ſaid Conſpirators, their Complices

for we read that Korah gather d ALL the Congre- 


* gation againſt them, unto the Door of the Tabernacle 


of the Congregation '; by which it ſhould ſeem that 
the Generality, at leaſt, had given in to the Fa- 
ction; which further appears by the univerſal 
Murmuring againſt Moſes and Aaron, upon the 
Occaſion of that ſurprizing Puniſhment and 
Death, inflicted by GOD's immediate Hand on 
all the Principal Men in the Inſurretion. 

NOTHING is more eaſy than for deſigning 
and crafty Men to delude the giddy Populace 
with falſe Colours, and ſpecious Pretenſions to 
what they never mean. They are ready to admit 
the moſt abſurd and inconſiſtent Things that can 
be ſuggeſted, when They are artfully prepared for 
it, and Theſe induſtriouſly ſpread amongſt them: 


And having once received the He, have no In- 


clination to enquire into it, or be informed of 
Matters as they really are. They are wont to 
be fond of Novelty and Change, and therefore 
readily cloſe with what may aſſiſt towards the 
introducing of Theſe, how falſe and groundleſs 
ſoever. Beſides, the thonghtleſs Multitude are 
wont to have but little, if any Regards to GOD 
and to their Duty, and therefore are the more 


eaſily drawn into baſe and wicked Deſigns ; 


which ſeems to be the Reaſon of that Divine 
Law, Thou ſhalt not follow a Multitude to do Evil. 

UPON Theſe Accounts I ceaſe to wonder 
that the Dregs of the Britiſh People have every 
where taken fide with ſome more exalted Sons of 
Belial againſt GOD, and his Anointed : That 


ſuch great Numbers of the Irreligious and Pro- 


fane, of Thieves, Lyars and common Proſti- 


tutes, and ſuch- like, have either enter'd into the 
Tents of theſe Men, or wiſh well to their Cauſe. 
I ceaſe to wonder, that while they have taken 
the cauſeleſs Cry of the Church's Danger from 

the 


the Mouths of the factious Sous of 'Levi ; They © 


have been really attempting' to overthrow the 
Church, and baniſh the Religion of Chriſt ; that 
its Place might be ſupply'd with Antichriſtian 
Superſtition and Pageantry. ; 
THUS you have the Character of the Perſons 
to whom the Text refers. We are next, 


MG enquire into their Crime, in which you 


have the Reaſon why They became a Sign. It has 
been already ſignify'd that their Sin was Rebel- 
lion. Under this Head I ſhall take Notice of 
the Rebellion it ſelf ; of the Spring and Source from 
which it had its Riſe ; of the Meaſures by which 
it was formed at the firſt, and advanced after- 
wards ; and laſtly, of ſome ſpecial Aggravations 
with which it was attended. 

Firſt, THE Rebellion it ſelf, Now that was 
directed both againſt GOD and their Gover- 
nours ; againſt GOD, becauſe againſt their Go- 
vernours. We read in the Verſe preceding that 
in which the Text is, that They ſtrove againſt Moſes 
and againſt Aaron -=--- when they ſtrove againſt the 
LORD. The Greek renders it, * They made Inſur- 
rection; and in the beginning of Chap. xvi. we 
are told, They roſe up before Moſes, and they gathered 


themſelves together againſt Moſes and againſt Aaron. 


Moſes was their ſupream Magiſtrate, and as ſuch 
is ſtiled King in Jeſburun; he maintained the 
Dignity, and diſcharged the Duties of a Sove- 
reign Prince: That they charge him with ma- 
king himſelf altogether a Prince over them ; tho' he 
was ſo far from uſurping that Dignity, that he 
would gladly have declined it at firſt, and have 
reſigned it afterwards, if GOD would have gi- 
ven him Leave. Aaron was the High-Prieſt 
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i appointed to that Office by Moeſes, in purſuance 
©  - of an exprefs Command he received from GOD 
T for that Purpoſe ; that He took not to himſelf 
1 that Honour, till he was called to it of GOD, 
1 as the Author to the Hebrews bears witneſs, and 
1 as farther appears from Exodus xxviii. begin. 
1 Their Title was ſo clear and indubitable, that 
1 Moſes was confident of GOD 's appearing in 
"| © Numb. Vindication of it. Te ſhall know, ſays he, that the

* NOW as Moſes and Aaron were the Miniſters 
. of GOD, who derived their Authority from his 
. Commiſſion, and acted by Virtue of that, the 
1 Rebellion againſt Them did reach to GOD Him- 
4 Numb. ſelf, and center'd in Him. Thou, ſays Moſes, and 
if n 5. all thy Company are gathered together againſt the 
i _ LORD. They did, in effect, conteſt His Rights 
Wi who 1s, upon the higheſt Reaſons, abſolute So- 


veraign in Heaven and Earth. They oppoſed 
themſelves to Him, whoſe undoubted Prerogative 
It is to do whatſoever ſeems good in his Sight. 
5 As Government is an Ordinance of GOD, ap- 


15 pointed by Him for the Good of the World; and 
jj! Governours, ruling by Him, are His Vicegerents, 
0 and as ſuch delegated Gods, ſo He expreſly 
þ demands our Subjection and Homage to them: 


That to reſiſt and oppoſe Them, while They are 
diſcharging the Duties of their exalted Stations, 
is to fly in the Face of GOD, and expoſe our 
ſelves to his vindictive Strokes. ; | 

AND how full of the blackeſt Guilt muſt the 
preſent Rebellion appear to be, when theſe 
Things are duly conſidered > Our Rightful and 
Lawtul Soveraign, King GEORGE, is, not on- 
ly in common with other good Kings, the Vice- 

| gerent 


gerent ot GOD, and his Miniſter for Good; but 
that wiſe and ſovereign Diſpoſer of Things, 
has conducted him to the Throne, aſſerted his 
Rights, and eſpouſed his Intereſt, in a more e- 
minent and extraordinary Manner; on which I 
kad occaſion to enlarge in a former Diſcourſe *. 

HE cannot be juſtly charged with taking too 
much\upou Him, or with making himſelf a Prince 
over us; when without any previous Motion 
of his Own, His Right to govern us was ſet- 
tled and confirmed, by all that Legal Authori- 
ty from which any ſuch Right can be had ; I 
mean the Crown and the Parliament: By theſe 
He was choſe, invited and authorized to. come 
and fave us from a long Succeſſion of ſworn Ene- 
mies to our Religion and Laws; who could 
have no Right.to rule over us, when the whole 
Legiſlative Authority had ſet them aſide; and 
that upon ſuch Principles as appear to wiſe and 
reaſonable Men to be inconteſtable, and to car- 
ry their own Evidence with them : That 'the 
Laws of our Country, the Choice of the People, 
and the Providence of GOD diſcovering it ſelf 
in Theſe, and in many remarkable Inſtances 
beſides, have happily concurrd to make Him 
our King. But theſe Things have been fully ex- 
preſs'd in a few comprehenſive Words. * His 
« Majeſty affected not the Crown by Force, 
“ or by the Arts of Ambition, but ſucceeded. 
« Peaceably and Legally to it; and on the de- 
« ceaſe of her late Majeſty, without Iſſue, be-

milies of the Kohathites : He being deſcended 
from the elder Houſe ; while E!izaphan was a 
Branch of the Younger. And being diſguſted: 
at theſe Things, he is thought to have ſet him- 
ſelf to provoke the Emulation and Envy of 
Dathan and Abiram againſt Moſes, to whom GOD 
had affign'd the firit Poſt of Honour; and ſo 
had Cepriv'd their Tribe of the Privilege of Pri- 
noge niture. That this was the Fault of Moſes and 
Aaron; viz. GOD bad advanc'd them to fo 
mich Dignity and Honour ; not that they had 
ſinn'd againit Heaven, or wronged {ſrael in any 
thing.

THUS have V ſecn an Army of Rebels 
expoſing their own Lives, murdering their Fel- 
low Subjects, and laying their Country waſte, 
under Pretence of defending — What? a meer 
Chimera: A Divine, Hereditary, Indefeafible Right to 
the Crown; and of Reſcuing the Church of Eng- 
land from Danger: Whereas the Real Cauſe is 
no other chan the [{ntolerable} Diſappointment 
of ſome Envious, Ambitious, and Perjur'd Men; 
who are not intruſted with Publick Affairs, that 
they may not Betray their Country : and for 
that Reaſon would glut their Malice and Re- 
venge on thoſe who ſtand in their Way. Thus

Secondly, WE may. conclude from the Premi- 
ſes, that it is the Will of GOD that ſuch Rebell:i- 
ous Men ſhould ſuffer for their Sin. No wonder 
that their guilty Confederates ſhould murmur 
when they do ſo; as the Iſraelites did in the Caſe 
of Norah and his Company; tho the Hand of 
GOD did infli&t their Puniſhment in ſo im- 
mediate and viſible a manner. Al the Congrega-

after the faireſt Proceeding againſt them, and a

' + Fifthly, WHAT Reaſon have we to bleſs 60, 
on the Behalf of thoſe who- are preſerved from ſuch 
aggravated Guilt, and the Judgments conſequent on 
it?
